The Goa, Daman and Diu Salaries and Allowances of Ministers 

(Third Amendment) Bill, 1971 

(Bill No. 6 of 1971) 
A Bill further to amend the Goa, Daman and Diu 
Salaries and Allowances of Ministers Act, 1964 . 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Goa , 
Daman and Diu in the Twenty -second year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

1. Short title and commencement . ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Goa , Daman and Diu Salaries and 
Allowances of Ministers ( Third Amendment ) Act, 
1971 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once .

2. Amendment of Section 5. — For sub - section ( 1 ) 
of section 5 of the Goa , Daman and Diu Salaries and 
Allowances of Ministers Act , 1964 ( 3 of 1965 ) , the 
following shall be substituted , namely : — 

“ ( 1 ) Each Minister shall , at his option be 
entitled to the free use of a motor car and the 
services of a chauffeur . The cost of the main 
tenance of the car shall be borne by theMinister . 

Explanation : " Maintenance" shall include the 
cost of petrol and oil, and servicing and repairs 
below twenty -five rupees but shall not include 
expenditure on insurance , fees for registration , 
taxes or repairs of twenty - five rupees or above ” . 


" 5. Conveyance allowance with and without 
motor car amenities , ( 1 ) Each Minister shali 
at his option be entitled to the free use of motor 
car and the services of a chauffeur . The cost of 
petrol and oil for the car shall be borne by the 
Minister . 

( 2 ) A Minister availing of the motor car 
amenities provided under sub -section ( 1 ) shall 
be paid a conveyance allowance of one hundred 
rupees per month . 

( 3 ) A Minister who instead of availing of the 
motor car amenities provided under sub -section 
( 1 ) uses his own motor car shall be paid a 
conveyance allowance of three hundred rupees 
per month . " .
